DRY AGENTS WOULD
'END WHOLESALERS

Business May Be Eliminated
Altogether, Federal Com-
missioner Intimates

By the Assoclated Press
Washington, Aug. 7.—Elimination
by the government of the whelesals
liquor dealer as a means of simplifying

prahibition enforcement appeared a pos.
sibility last night with the announee-
ment by  Prohibition Commissioner
Kramer that the issue of wholesals
permits in the future would be “'rigidly
restricted."”

Mr, Kramer deelared that the whale-
snle traffic presonted the greatest veoh-
lem with which enforcement officinle
were confronted, Wholesale dealers. he
nseerted, resorted to snbterfuges which
perplexed government ngents and which
made the dry Jaw difficult to enfores,
This phase of prohibition enforeement
was sald to have developed eonsidern-
fion by officinls of the'internui revenie
burean of a plan hy which the quantity
dealer would be driven out of husiness
entirely and the liquor transfer made
direct from bonded warchouse to re-
tailer or consumer,

Although no decision has been reached
and none probably will be immedintelr,
the approaching period when whalesale
licenses are reissued for the next eal
endar vear {5 expected to hring the
question to a head. Applications for
wholeanle leenses must be in the hands
of federal officials by October 1, giving
the govenment the three montns prior
to January 1 in which to investignte the
resnonkibility of the applieant. Officials
said that regnrdléce of the hurean's de.
£ion with respect to elimination of the
wholesalers the number of licenses fs-
sued for the ensuing year woulid be
sanller. In event the government pere
mits the wholesalers to eantinue iy bus-
inese, it was snid, a polley of investi-
gating the record of applicant “‘and all
of his affairs’” would ba emploved,

Treasury records reveal that more
wholesalp licenses are in existence now
than immediately prior to the effective
dnte of the Volstead act, Commissioner
Kramer snid that while the wholesalers
were hoing watehed closely drastic ac-
tion had been made necessary i certaln
loenlitios,
